ing of poor elk boiled, split fish and 
some roots, probably the "black roots" 
that had been the Christmas gift from 
the kindly Indians. No wonder Captain 
Clark set it down as a "bad dinner." 
In winter the herbage on which elk and 
buffalo fed was always frozen and cov- 
ered with snow, so the animals could 
get barely enough forage to keep them 
alive, and they became so thin there 
was not much left of them but skin and 
bone. 


Tho "split fish" of the Christmas din- 


ner is eaten by the Alaska Indians to 
this day. In early summer they catch 
salmon in the rivers, split the bodies 
open and dry them In the sun for use 
in winter.

In dealing with this question it is unwise 


to depart from the old American tradition 
»nd to discriminate for or against any man 
who desires to come here and become a clti- 
reh save ort the ground of that man's rtt- 


1 ness for citizenship, it Is, our r.ght and 


duty to consider his moral and social qual- 
ity.' His standard of living should be such 
that he win not. by pressure of competition, 
lower thc standard of living of our own 
wage-workers; for It must ever be a prime' 
object of our legislation to keep high their 
standard of living. If the man who seeKs 
to co'mo here Is from the moral and social 
standpoint of »uch a character as to b'.d 
fair to -add value to the community he 
should be heartily welcomed. V\'e cannot 
afford to pay heed to whether he Is of one 
creed or ano'ther, of one nation or another, 
We cannot afford to consider whether he is 
c'nthollc or Protestant, Jew or Gentile;

Scandinavian. Slav or Magyar. What we 
should deiire to Ilnd out- Is thc individual 
quality of the Individual man. In my Judg-

whlrh the Immigrants come. It win be a 
'ureat (If al better to have fewer Immigrants, 
but all of the right kind, than a great num-

well afford to insist upon adequate scrutiny 
of thc character of those who arc thus pro- 
posed for future citizenship.

Chinese Immigration. 


The questions arising In connection with 


Chinese Immlfratlnn stand by themselves. 
The conditions in China are such that thc 
entire Chinese coolie class, that Is. the 
class of'Chinese laborers, skilled and un- 
skilled', legitimately come under the head 
of undesirable Immigrants to thU country. 
because of their numbers, the low wages 
for which they work, and their low stand- 
ard of living.- Not only is It to the Interest 
of this country to keep them out. but the 
Chinese authorities do not desire,that they 
should be admitted. At present their en- 
trance IK prohibited by laws amply ade- 
quate to accomplish this purpose. These 
laws have been, are being, and will be, 
thoroughly enforced.' Tho violations of 


' them are so few In nymber as to bo ln- 
• nnttoslmal and can be entirely disregarded. 


There is no serious proposal to alter the 
Immigration law as regards the Chinese 
laborer skilled or unskilled, and there Is no 
excuse for any man feeling or affecting to 
feel the slightest alarm on the subject. 


But In tho ettort to carry out the policy 


of excluding CBinesc laborers. Chinese 
coolies, grave Injustice and wrong have 
been done by this nation to the people of 
Phlna, and therefore ultimately to this na- 
tion itself. Chinese students, business and 
professional men of all klnds-not only 


. merchants, but bankers, doctor^ manufac- 


ture™, professors, travelers and the like— 
should be encouraged to come here ant! 
treated on precisely thc same footing that 
we treat students, business men. travelers 
.nd the like of other nations. Our laws

lature may direct be adopted before any 
steps arc taken to construct .iny part of 
snch building." The commissiou is direct- 
ed to use as far as practicable the prejenv 
structure and the present dome 'is to be 
preserved until 
the 
legislature 
shall 


otherwise provide. 
The square t'eet of 


area to bo devoted to the dome is to bo 
26.000 and to the building 100,000 exclu- 
sive of the dome. The cubic feet of the 
structure outside of the dome is to be 
6,000,000 and is not to exceed 40 ccnU 
per foot in cost of construction. 


Money in the state insurance 
fund

MADISON. Wis., 
Dec. 
5.—Governor 


Hobert M. La Foiiette appeared today 
before the joint body of the Wisconsin 
legislature called in extraordinary ses- 
sion and personally read his mesm.ige. The 
povemor was cordially received 


A large crowd.gathered including 
a 


number of students of the university and 
many Madison men and Vomen as woli as 
nearly all of the state officers and em- 
ployes. 
Governor La Foiiette read his 


piessagc from a printed copy. 


The governor's message is a lengthy 


document and contains over forty pa.ges 
of c?ojw?ly printed matter. 


REVISION OF HATE LAW. 


Four recommendations are made in the 


message regarding the revision of the 
railroad rate coitunisison law. In 
the 


first he recommends that the commisiion 
lie authorized to prescribe 
a uniform 


pyatem of keeping accounts of the busi- 
ness transacted in Wisconsin by the rail- 
roads 3nd that all roads..should be re- 


quired to file with the commission from 
time to time reports on their income. He 
wants separate accounts kept 
of 
the 


business done by the railroads in this 
state and in other states as well as an 
account showing the value of each rail- 
road in this .state. His second recommen- 
dation provides that the law bo so am- 
ended that special mDengf tickets, com- 
mutation tickets, excursion tickets and 
party tickets can be issued at less than 
the regular rates for the notional gur.rd 
and G. A. R. encampments, students, 
homescckers, etc. His third recommen- 
dation provides for additional power by 
the commission to investigate rates. His 
fourth recommendation gives the commis- 
sion power to decide 
what safeguards 


shall be erected at any railroad crossing 
in this state. 


BIG AMOUNT DC" STATE. 


"Regarding railroad taxes, the governor 


says that $1,144,390.30 in railroad ta.xes 
are now due the state, the payment of 
which has been held up by litigation. Ho 
says that the holding up of just taxes 
by the railroads is a serious ejnbarrass- 
ment to the state and had the taxes been 
paid the state tax levy would not hare 
been necessary. He recommends that If g- 
iKlation be enacted at- once which in the 
future will compel the prompt payment 
of all railroad taxes levying the rail- 
road the right to recover such taxes if 
it shall be found that they were unjust 
or wrong-fully collected. What the gov- 
ernor wants is first, the payment of rail- 
road taxes, and litigation afterwards if 
necessary instead of litigation first and 
payment hut. as he holds Is now 
the 


case. 


PRIMARY LAW DEFICIENT. 


The governor pays considerable atten- 


tion to the primary election law 
and 


points out that the strongest point that 
can be made by the opposition to this en- 
actment is the fact that a candidate may 
be nominated under the present law by 
less than a majority vole. He suggests 
that provision be made by amending the 
law .50 as to enable the voter at the pri- 
maries to indicate upon the ballot his 
first and second choice of (he candidates 
presented for each oflice. 
In the event 


that no candidate had received a major- 
ity of the first choice votes, then the sec- 
ond choice votes coidd be counted, re- 
sulting in a nomination by majority vote. 
The plan recommended is that used in 
Australia and provides that if after the 
ballots have been counted no candidate 
has an absolute majority of the first 
choice votes then the ballots east for the 
candidate receiving the lea^t number of 
votes on the list-are assorted with refer- 
once to second choices to (he rema.ining 
candidates. 
If no one then receives a 


majority of first and second choice bal- 
lots a similar assortment of ballots of 
the lowest remaining candidate is made 
on the basis of second choice and added 
to the votes of the oilier candidates, ami 
so on until some candidate has a major- 
ity of first and second choices. 
With 


this amendment the governor thinks th 
primary law would be much stronger. 


GOVERNOR URGES PKOB1NG. 


The investigation of public service cor- 


porations and insurance companies is one 
of the most important features of the 
message. He takes the railroads to task 
for maintaining what he calls expensive 
lobbies and for resisting the prompt pay- 
ment of taxes. "The people of Wisconsin 
have at least as good a right to know 
just what money has been expended bv 
the railroads and otner public service 
corporations af this state in salaries, in 
lobbying, in political campaigns nnd leg- 
islative entertainment," he says, "as the 
people of New York have to know the 
same facts with respect to the life in- 
surance companies of that state. It is 
no more a betrayal of a trust relation 
for the president of a life insurance com- 
pany to pay himself a salary amounting 
to a plundering of policyhoMcrs, than for 
a, railroad president to pay himself a sal- 
ary in excess of the value of the services 
he renders to the railroad company." 


MONKY WELL EXPENDED. 


He suggests thnt a legislative investi- 


gation which would uncover all 
facts 


with relation to this important subject 
will require much time a.nd labor, but 
that no money so expended would be 
wasted. 
Ever}' fact as to the expendi- 


tures which have bearing upon transpor- 
tation rates will be of material aid to 
the railroad commission. He thinks stich 
an investigation wil he wholesome in its 
public lesson. . 


He discusses at length the insurance 


scandals of New York and is bitter in 
his denunciation of 
those 
companies 


which have been caught by the eastern 
investigation. He says in conclusion: 


ASKS FOR INVESTIGATION. 


"The subject of insurance legislation 


and expenditures of public service cor- 
porations opens up such a. wide field and 
there is such need for a thorough inves- 
tigation, that I recommend that a com- 
mittee, with power to summon witnesses, 
examine books and with all power neces- 
sary to investigate expenditures and 
methods of doing business be appointed 
and instructed to make a complete report 
to the governor on or before Nov. 1, 
1906, who shall submit the same to the 
legislature at its next session with any 
recommendations he may make thereon." 


The assembly met last night with sev- 


enty-one member present and re-elected 
the officers of the. regular session. I L. 
Lenroot was re-elected speaker, C. 0. 
Marsh of Antigo was re-elected chief 
clerk and Nicholas Srevelar of Marsh- 
field was re-elected sergeant at arms. 
The only incident of the election out of 
the perfunctory was the refusal of the 
Social Democratic members to vote for 
speaker because they did not approve of 
voting on a motion so broad as to in- 
clude both the nomination and election 
of officers. 


Speaker Lenroot in taking the choir 


made a brie! speech thanking the mem- 
bers for the honor that had again been, 
conferred upon him and predicting that 
the business referred to the considera- 
tion of the. legislature by the governor's 
proclamation would be disposed of as 
quickly as would be consistent; with the 
duty imposed upon the members.

In the county court application was 


made by Peter Tiedemann, superinten- 
dent of poor, and Peter Myers, superin- 
tendent of poor from the eastern dis- 
trict, for the appointment, of physicians 
to examine into the mental condition of 
Anna Kohan, an inmate of the Racine 
county poor house. Judge Heck named 
physicians, they reported that she was 
insane and this 
morning Judge Heck 


committed hed to the insane asylum. 


Some years ago Anna liohan was a 


resident of the north side of the river. 
She owned a little home, then she sold 
it and was afterward sent to the county 
house. Here she has been a holy terror; 
time and time a^ain she has created 
trouble and put the twenty-live inmates 
in a panic and the superintendent and 
his wife had all they conld do to handle 
her. 


She shai'ged that they and others rob- 


bed her trunk; that they were after her 
money; that her clothing was taken and 
her yelling over imaginary wrongs could 
be heard for a block. 


Once oi' twice she ran away from the 


house, bruised her arms and hands pur- 
posely; then called upon the poor agent 
and 
complained that 
she 
had 
been 


knocked down, sat upon, dueked in wat- 
er and a." hundred other things, all of 
which were false. 


Once or twice her mental condition 


was examined into and the physicians 
said that she was sane, but ugly. 


One day this week she had another 


of her spells and every old inmate of the 
house was panic, stricken and 
crying 


from the abuse she heaped upon them. 


The belief prevails that she is violent- 


ly insane and that the asylum is the 
only place where she can be restrained.

a pn.il full of water he lost his balance 
and fell headlong into the well, for in the 
water wns one of the pails. 


SUICIDE THEORY SCOUTED. . 


'Examination revealed that the fall did 


hot brea.k the mans neck, but that not 
being able to help himself after the fall 
he. was drowned. At first it was surmised 
that, he' mi.irht have committed suicide, 
but as he was eheorful and in the best of 
spirits, friends and relatives scout at the 


1 idea of self destruction. 


Mr. Weismnmi was born in 
Prussia 


and between UO and 70 years 
of age. 


With his parent? he came to America in 
the year 1847. settling in Konoslm coun- 
ty. All his life he was a farmer and as- 
sisted his parents in his younger days, 
tc cultivate and establish a fine farm. 


Always a peaeefid and quiet farmer he 


made hosts of friends. 
After the death 


of his parents he remained on the old 
homestead and few men in western Ke- 
nosha county, were better known. 
He 


was a bachelor. 


He, was a brother of Henry Weismann, 


the eccenlric attorney, who of lat.e has 
been having milch trouble in the courts. 
On account of his peculiar ways he was 
at one time pent to an asylum, later dis- j 
charged and another attempt was made 
to send him. hack, but he claimed it was 
conspiracy and has sued those interested ] 
for $100,000 damages. 


An. inquest was immediately hrld to in- 


quire into the manner and way 
John 


Weismann came to his death. 


SUIT IN" COUUT. 


Mr. Wiesmann wns a single man and 


lived with his aged mother on the farm. ' 
Recently he and his brother, Henry, the- 
eccentric attorney, 
had a falling out, 


and it resulted in the mother bringing I 
suit nrrflinnt her son John, through the 
influence of Henry, to eject Mm from 
the farm, for the non-payment of rent, 
The case is pending in the circuit court 
and came un before Judge Beldeu this 
morning, from Kenosha county. 


WHAT SUIT IS. 


I 
The complaint in the case is one of 


j the'most remarkable ever filed in 
the 


courts of Kenosha county. 
It alleged 


that John Wiosmann the defendant was 
immoral; that he defied the states pris- 
on; that he defied his God and every- 
thing else. Tliis morning the case came 
up on a motion to show cause why cer- 
tain allegations in the complaint should 
not be strieken out. Judge Beldon en- 
tered an order thnt the 
motion be 


granted and that tlie complaint be mod- 
ified in the mannor asked for. 


DTD NOT KNOW OF DEATH. 


The death of the, defendant will in nil 


probability result in the suit being drop- 
ped.

BARNS FOOD FOR FLAMES 


Loss ot From §7,000 to §10,000 


Sustained on the Farm oi 


George Trantwein. 


A telephone message received from the 


farm of Thomas H. Rowlej- in the town 
of Mt. Pleasant, states that at 11 o'clock 
this morning fire broke out in the barns 
on the farm of George Trautwein. four 
and a half miles west of the city; that 
the llames rapidly spread and soon the 
two structures and the silo, were beyond 
control and would prove a total loss.

When the fire broke out hundreds of 


farmers hurried to the scene and did all 
they possibly could to save property, 
but as there is absolutely no fire protec- 
tion in the country districts, little could 
he done to stop the ravages of the coii- 
llagration. 


The big barn and silo destroyed were 


only erected about a year ago. 


THREE BARNS CONSUMED. 


At three o'clock this afternoon Thos. 


Rowley telephoned to the Journal that 
the fire consumed three instead of two 
barns, and the silo, all the hay and grain 
nnd part of the.machinery and the mill. 
All the cattle and horses were saved.

President Hooscvelt gets right at the 


meat of the great questions that are be- 
fore tho people in the first paragraphs 
of his annual message to congress, in 
dealing with corporations and railroad 
and insurance- problems. 


The dillicultics that beset congress in 


dealing with these questions are 
not 


minimized, the didieulty for instance of 
separating those corporations which seek

have dealings, from those whose every 
effort seems to be directed not only to 
evade the law, bnt to openly disregard 
its provisions. 


The president deals at length with the 


question of railroad regulation. As the 
president says the best regulation of 
rates would be secured by an honest 
agreement among themselves to carry 
out the law as such an agreement would 
put a stop to tht; efforts of one big rail- 
road of one big shipper to secure ad- 
vantages over some rival. The necessi- 
ty exists for giving to some croinmission 
an aHirmative power, and this in the 
opinion of the president can best be se- 
cured by giving to the, commission the 
vitally important power of establishing 
a given maximum rate which rate after 
fhe lapse of u reasonable length of time 
goes into full effect, subject to review 
by the courts. 
I f a road makes discrim- 


inations under this maximum rate im- 
posed by the commission, the commis- 
sion shall have the power to make the 
rate accorded to the most favored ship- 
per fhe maximum rate. 
. The president would get after rebates 
and all illegal forms of preferential rates 
by putting industrial roads, private ear 
lines under the supervision of the inter- 
state commerce commission, and would 
have all books open to a government in- 
spector, with a uniform system of book- 
keeping, to make the task of inspection 
e,i>ier. A -system 
of

railroad account similar to that now 
conducted by national bank examiners 
into bunks is recommended. 


L'efore dismissing the railroad question 


the president urges measures w'hich will 
compel the installing on railroads of the 
block system as a measure of safety lo 
the public.

hood as one state, and also the admis- 
sion of New JUcxico and Arizona as one 
state. 


The message is strong in that there is 


no temporizing with questions at issue. 
The section devoted to the discussion of 
railroad regulation is an exhaustive re- 
view of abuses which have grown upon 
us, and the president believes in going 
after those abuses in a vigorous man- 
ner,, not in causing a wholesale sacrifice

Townsend railroad rate bill which pass- 
ed the house at its last session has been 
redrawn and was re-introduced in the 
house today by Mr. Townsend. The bill 
embraces all of the features of the form- 
er meaHure, but is drawn so us to specify 
f|wcitlc.ally the particular things which 
j?iay be done by the interstate commerce 
commission. In addition it has a pub- 
licity feature and gives the commission 
judisdiction over refrgeratiun and ter- 
minal charges. It also directly prohib- 
its the carrier from granting any ship- 
pers the privilege of collecting his pro- 
duct and then getting a special rate un- 
der the short term provision for chang- 
ing rates. 


EMBOD.JJS PRESIDENT'S V1KYVS. 
As explained today by Mr. Towuseml 


flic bill ''expresses the ideas, of the pres- 
ident in his message, and will, if enact- 
ed into law amend the interstate com- 
jnercc law so as to make it more ell'cct- 
iiiil in securing exact justice between the 
carriers, nhippers. producers and 
con- 


Mimerg. It amends the substantive law 
so as to embrace within the powers of 
the commission afi interstate carriers of 
interstate and foreign commerce, wheth- 
er by railvoatU or partly by railroads 
»nd partly by water, and includes spe- 
cifically in the term transportation, all 
oars, vehicles, vent.ilatiou, refrigeration, 
elevation, transfer, storage, and all otli- 
rr 
facilities 
and instrumentalities of

INCREASES BOARD'S PERSONNEL.

This is done at the president's sugges- 
tion, as the increased power conferred 
upon the commission will increase its 
duties and responsibilities and require 
the best men obtanable.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 0—The annual 


report of Secretary Slimy was presented 
today: The revenues of the government 
from all sources for the fiscal year ending 
June 130, 1905 are given as $fW7,101,201). 
The expenditures for the same period 
were $720,103,403, creating a deficit 
of 


$23,004,227. 
Compared with the 
fiscal 


year 1904, the receipts for ]fl05 showed 
an increase of $12,888,800. There was a 
decrease of $5,870,447 in expenditures. 


The expected fiscal revenues for 1006 


are given as $738,300.315 and expendi- 
tures for the same period $746.500.515, or 
a deficit of $8,000,000. The report con- 
tinues: 


DEFICIT FOR TWO YKARS. 


For the past two years the expendi- 


tures of the government have been in 
excess of the revenues to the aggregate 
amount of more than $114,000.000. This, 
howpver. included the rxtraordimny ex- 
penditures in 1004 of $50,000,000 on ac- 
count of the Panama canal. 


During the fiscal year 1(105 there wa? 


an addition of sfflGO to the interest-bear- 
ing debt, while there were reductions of 
$600.075 in the items on which interest 
had ceased, since maturity, and $.1.302,140 
in the debt bearing no interest. The net 
reduction was S3,fl'oi,021. 


The available cash balance in the gen- 


eral fund June .'JO. IflOo, was $145,477.401, 
a reduction for the year of $20.574,070.

LEWIS AND CIAKK'S 'CHRISTMAS DINNER. 


A "carrot" of tobacco was made by 


laying a handful of moist tobacco leaves 
tog-ether, then rolling them in a tight 
mass and binding them with grass. 
The leaves stuck together as they be- 
came dry, and then they could be 
easily pulverized into snuff, which al- 
most every man took in those days. I 
don't know why the wad of tobacco was 
called a "carrot," but it was considered 
to make the best kind of snuff. Maybe 
the roll was shaped like a carrot. 


The "squar of Shabono" was, of 


course, the brave and gentle Sacajawea, 
and she showed her womanly love of 
finery by making Captain Clark a pres- 
ent 
of 
two 
dozen weasels' 
tails. 


These were used as borders to trim the 
explorers' coats and fur garments. 


The gifts of warm underclothing and 


"ileese hosery" were nice enough, but 
black roots and two dozen weasels' tails 
could not have been much in the way 
of a Christmas present. 


That Christmas dinner, though, must 


have been the toughest of all, consist- 


Ing of poor elk boiled, split fish and 
some roots, probably the "black roots" 
that had been the Christmas gift from 
the kindly Indians. Ko wonder Captain 
Clark set it down as a "bad dinner." 
In winter the herbage on which elk and 
buffalo fed was always frozen and cov- 
ered with snow, so the animals could 
get barely enough forage to keep them 
alive, and they became so thin there 
was not much left of them but skin and 
bone. 


The "split fish" of the Christmas din- 


ner is eaten by the Alaska Indians to 
this day. In early summer they catch 
salmon in the rivers, split the bodies 
open and dry them in the sun for use 
in winter. If you were to travel in a 
steamboat up the Yukon river you 
would see at all the Eskimo villages 
great string!? of "split fish" stretched 
upon horizontal poles, like clothes hung 
out* to dry. 


The two captains Iind, however, a 


black man to wait on them at table, so 
there was some sty.le about the dinner. 


The history of tho Lewis and Clark 
expedition says it "returned to the 
United States" in 1S06 over the same 
route already traveled and reached St. 
Louis in September, so the intrepid ex- 
plorers' next Christmas dinner was no 
doubt a much more satisfactory one.

porate agencies In a country such as 
ours nncl tlm wealth of Intellect, en- 
ergy and fidelity devoted to their serv- 
ice nnd therefore normally to 
the 
service of the public, by their officers 
DTI<| directors. 
Tho

Each can do and

TSach should bo

each should bo sharply checked where 
It acta ns-iinst law and justice. 


So long a* the finances of the nation 
arc kept upon nn honest basts, no other 
question of Internal economy with which 
the co«if?ress has the power to deal bogtna 
to approach In Importance the matter of 
endeavoring to secure proper industrial 
conditions under which the Individuals— 
and especially tho sreat corporations— 
doing an Interstate business are to act. 
The makers of our national constitution 
provided especially that tho regulation 
of Interstate commerce should come with- 
in the sphere of the general government. 
Tho arguments In favor of the'r taWnar 
this Htanci were even then overwlifllmlnfr 
But they are far stronger to-day, in view 
of the enormous development o* great 
business agencies, usually corporate In 
form, Experience has shown conclusive- 
ly thnt It la useless ti> try to get any 
adequate regulation and supervision of 
these sreat corporations by state action. 
Such regulation and supervision. CIUL ouly 
be effectively ,es«rcl3ect by a sovereign 
wh«se jurisdiction is cotjxttnitvs-with ih'« 
•aid of vrqri? at the aurparadons^iha.* i», 


by the national government. 
I believe 


that this regulation and supervision can 
be obtained by the enactment of law by 
the congress. 
If this proves impossible, 


it will certainly be necessary ultimately 
to confer In fullest form such power upon 
the national government 
by 
a proper 


amendment of the constitution. It would 
obviously be unwise to endeavor to secure 
such an amendment until it Is certain 
that the result cannot be obtained under 
the constitution as it now is. The laws 
of the congress and of the several states 
hitherto, as passed upon by the courts, 
have resulted more often in showing that 
the states have no power in the matter 
than that the national government has 
power; so that there at present exists 
a very unfortunate condition of things, 
under which these great corporations do- 
ing an interstate business occupy the po- 
sition or subjects without a sovereign, 
neither any state government nor the na- 
tional government having effective con- 
trol over them. Our steady aim should 
be by legislation, cautiously and care- 
fully undertaken, 
but 
resolutely per- 


severed In, to assert the sovereignty of 
the national government by affirmative 
action. 


This is only In form an innovation. In 


substance it Is merely a restoration: for 
from the earliest time such regulation 
of Industrial activities has been recog- 
nized in the action of the law-making 
bodies; and all that I propose is to meet 
the changed conditions In such manner 
as will prevent the commonwealth abdi- 
cating the power it has always possessed, 
not only In this country, but also In 
England before and since this country 
became a separate nation. 


Present Laws Inadequate, 


rt has been a misfortune that the na- 


tional laws on this subject ha.ve hitherto 
been of a negative or prohibitive rather 
than an affirmative kind, and still more 
that they have In part sought to prohibit 
what could not be effectively prohibited, 
and have In part In their prohibitions 
confounded what should be allowed and 
what should not be allowed. 
It Is gen- 


erally useless to try to prohibit all re- 
straint on competition, whether this re- 
straint be reasonable or 
unreasonable- 


and where It is not useless ft Is gener- 
ally hurtlul. Events ha'vrf shown that It 
Is not possible adequately to secure the 
enforcement or any law 'of this kind bv 
Incessant appeal to the courts 
The de- 


partment of justice ha? for the last four 
years devoted more attention to the en- 
lorcement ot tho 
antr-trust 
!ejrl«lalJon 


than to anything' else. 
Much has 'been 


accomplished; particularly marked 
has 


been he moral effect of the prosecutions: 
but It Is Increasingly evident that there 
will be a very Insufficient beneficial re- 
sult In the way of economic change. The 
successful prosecution of one device to 
evade the law immediately develops an- 
other device to accomplish the same pur- 
pose. 
What is needed is not sweeping 


prohibition of every arrangement, good 
or bad, which may tend to restrict -com-- 
petltlon. but such adequate supervision 
and regulation as will prevent rany re- 
striction of competition from being'' to 
the detriment of the public—as well-as 
such supervision and regulation as will 
prevent other abuses in no way connected 
with restriction of competition. 
Of'thes'e 
abuses, perhaps the chief, although by 
no means the only one. is overcapitaliza- 
tion—generally Itself the result of dishon- 
est promotion—because 
of 
the 
myriad 


evils It brings In Its train; for such over- 
capitalization often means an Inflation 
that Invites business panic; it always con- 
ceals the true relation of the profit earned 
to the capital actually Invested, and it 
creates a burden of Interest payments 
which Is a fertile cause of improper re- 
duction in or limitation of wages; It 
damages the small Investor, discourages 
thrift, 
and 
encourages gambling and 


speculation; while perhaps worst of all 
Is the trlcklness and dishonesty which It 
implies—for harm to morals Is worse than 
any possible harm to material Interests, 
and the debauchery of politics and busi- 
ness by great dishonest corporations Is 
far worse than any actual material evil 
they do the public. 
Until the national 


government 
obtains, in 
some manner 


which the wisdom of the congress may 
suggest, proper control over the big cor- 
porations engaged in interstate commerce 
— that Is. over the great majority of the 
bis corporations-It will be Impossible to 
deal adequately with these evils. 


Railroad Bate Regulation. 


I am well aware of the difficulties 
of the legislation that r am suggest- 
ing, and of the need of temperate and 
cautious action in securing it. I should 
emphatically protest against 
improp- 


erly radical or hasty action. The first 
thing to do Is to deal -with the great 
corporations engaged In the business 
of Interstate transoortation. As I said 
In my messase of December (5 last, the 
Immediate and most pressing need, so 
far as legislation Is concerned, is the 
enactment Into law of some scheme to 
secure to the agents of the govern- 
ment such supervision and regulation 
of the rates charged by the railroads 
of the country engaged In Interstate 
traffic as shall summarily and 
effec- 


tively prevent the Imposition of unjust 
or unreasonable rates. It must include 
putting a complete stop to rebates in 
every shape and form. 
This power to 


regulate rates, like all similar powers 
over the business world, should be ex- 
ercised with moderation, caution and 
self-restraint; but it should exist, so 
that it can be effectively 
exercised 
when the. need arises. 
The first consideration to be kept 


in mind Is that tho power should be 
affirmative -n<i should be 
given 
to 


uorne "administrative body created by 
the congress. 
If q-lven to the present 
interstate commerce commission or to 
a 
reorganised 
Interstate 
commerce 
commission, such commission 
should 


be made unequivocally administrative. 
I do not believe in the government In- 
terfering with private business more 
than is necessary. I do not believe in 
Uie- government undertaking any work 
which can with propriety be left in 
private hands. 
But nslther do I ts- I 


lleve In the government flinching from 
overseeing any work when it becomes 


. evident that abuses are sure to ob- 
tain therein unless there Is govern- 
mental supervision. It Is not my prov- 
ince to indicate the exact terms of the 
law which should be enacted; but I 
call the attention of. the confess to 
certain existing conditions with which 
It is desirable to dealp In my judg- 
ment the most important 
provision 


which such law should contain is that 
conferring upon some competent ad- 
ministrative body the power to decide, 
upon the case being brought before it, 
whether a given rate prescribed by a, 
railroad is reasonable and just, and 
if it is found to be unreasonable and 
unjust, 
the*h. after 
full investigation ' 


of the complaint, to prescribe the limit 
> 


of rate beyond which it shall not be j 
lawful to go—the maximum reason- j 
able rate, as it is commonly called— | 
this decision to go into effect within a 
reasonable time and to obtain 
from 
thence onward, subject to' review 
by 
the courts. 
It sometimes happens at 
Present, not that a rate is too high 
but that a favored shipper is given too 
low a rate. In such case the commls- 
sion would have the right to fix this 
already established minimum rate as 
the maximum; and It would need only 
one or two such decisions by the com- 
mission to cure railroad companies of 
the practice of giving- improper mini- 
mum rates. 
I call your attention to 
the fact that my proposal is not toj 
give the commission power to initiate 
or originate rates generally, but 
to 
regulate a rate already fixed or origi- 
nated by the roads, upon complaint 
and 
after 
investigation. 
A 
heavy 


penalty should be exacted from any 
corporation which fails to respect an 
order of the commission. I regard th!a 
power to establish a maximum rate, 
as being, essential to a.ny scheme of 
real reform in the matter of railway 
regulation. 
The first necessity is to 


secure It; and unless it Is granted to 
the commission there is little use in 
touching the subject at all. 


Kebates Really Blackmail. 


Illegal transactions often occur un- 
der the forms of law. It has often oc- 
curred that a. shipper has been told 
by a traffic officer to buy 
a 
large 
quantity of some commodity and then 
after it has been bought an open re- 
duction is made in the rate to take j 
effect immediately, 
the

the inspection of .the government. Only 
In this way can violations or evasions of 
the law be surely detected. A system of 
examination of railroad accounts should 
be provided similar to that now conducted 
into the national banks by the bank ex- 
amlners; a few first-class 
railroad ar- 


countants. if they had proper direction 
and proper authority to inspect books and 
papers, could accomplish much in pre- 
venting willful violations of ihe law. Tt 
would not be necessary for them to ex- 
amine into the accounts of any railroad 
unless for good reasons they were direct- 
ed to do so by the interstate commerce 
commission. It is greatly to bfi desired 
that some way might be found by which 
an agreement; as lo transportation with- 
in a state intended fo operate as a fraud 
upon the federal 
Interstate 
commerce 


laws could be brought under the juris- 
diction of the federal 
authorities. 
At 


present It occurs that targe shipments of 
Interstate traffic are controlled by con- 
cessions on purely stato business, which 
of course amounts to an evasion of the 
law. 
The commission should have power

Immediate Action Urged. 


I urge upon the congress the need of 


providing for expeditious action by the 
interstate commerce commission 
in all

shows that its efficacy has been lo a great 
degree destroyed by the weapon of delay, 
almost the most formidable weapon In 
tlm hands of those whose purpose It is 
lo violate the law.

It Is a complicated and delicate prob- 
lem, and all kinds of difficulties are 
sure to arise in connection with any 
plan of solution, while no plan will 
bring- all the benefits hoped for by 
its more optimistic adherents.

I do not for 
a moment admit that these difficulties 
warrant us in stopping In our effort 
to secure a -wise and 
just 
system. 


They should have no o^ther effect than 
to spur us on to the ^exercise of the 
resolution, the 
oven-handed 
Justice, 


and the fertility of resource, which 
we like to think of as typically Amer- 
ican, and which will in the end achieve 
good results in this as In other fields 
of. activity. 
The task Is a grtiat one 
and underlies tho task of dealing with 
the whole, industrial problem. But the 
•fact that it is a. great problem does 
not warrant us in shrinking from the 
attempt to solve it. 
At present we 


face sueh utter lack of supervision, 
sunh freedom from the restraints of 
law, 
that excellent men have 
often 
been literally -forced into ,dotn£ what 
they deplored because otherwise they 
were left at the mercy of unscrupu- 
lous competitors. 
To . rail at- and 
sail the men who have done as ' 
best could, under such conditions a.c?-r- 
compHshej lltKe. What we neea to 
i» to develop an orderly system; anflr 


Is true that these problems can be actu- 
ally met In most cases only by the states 
themselves, but it would be well for the 
nation to endeavor to secure and publish 
comprehensive information as to the con- 
ditions ot the labor of children in the dif- 
ferent states, so as to spur up those that 
are behindhand, and to secure approx- 
imately uniform legislation of a high 
character among the several states. In 
surh a republic as ours the one thing 
that we cannot afford 10 neglect Is the 
problem of turning- out decent citizens. 
The future of the nation depends upon 
the citizenship of 
the 
generations to 


come; tho children of to-day are those 
who to-morrow will shape the destiny 
of our land, and we cannot afford to neg- 
lect them. The legislature of Colorado 
has recommended that the national gov- 
ernment provide some general measure 
for the protection from abuse of children 
and dumb animals throughout the Unjted 
States. 1 la.y the matter before you for 
what I trust will be your favorable con- 
sideration. 


The department of commerce and labor 


should also make a thorough Investiga- 
tion of the conditions of women in In- 
dustry. 
Over 6,000,000 American women 


are now engaged in gainful occupations; 
yet there is an almost complete dearth 
of data upon which to base any trust- 
worthy conclusions as regards a subject 
as important as It is vase and1 compli- 
cated. 
There Is need ot full, knowledge 


on which to base action looking toward 
state and municipal legislation for the 
protection of working women. 
Thu in- 
troduction or women into 
Industry to 


working change und disturbance iii the 
domestic and social life of the nation. 
The decrease In marriage, and especially 
In the blrfti ra.te, has been coincident wllh. 
It. 
We jnusr face accomplished facts, 
and the adjustment to factory conditions 
he made; taut surely it ciux be made 
with less friction, and less harmful effects 
on family life than is now the 
case.. 
This whole .matter'in reality forms-one 
of the greatest socloloffica.1 phenomena 


of our time; -ft to ft social question of 
the first Importance, of far greater Im- 
portance than any merely political or 
economic question can be; and to solve 
it we need ample data, gathered in a 
sane and scientific spirit in the course 
of an exhaustive investigation. 


In any great labor disturbance not only 
are employer and employe interested, but 
also a third party—the general public. 
Every considerable labor 
difficulty 
In 


which interstate . commerce is involved 
should be Investigated by the govern- 
ment and the facts officially reported to 
the public. 


Equal Bights for All. 


The question of securing a healthy, 


self-respecting and mutually sympathetic 
attitude as between employer and em- 
pjoye, capitalist and wage'worker, is a 
dlmcult one. 
All phases of the labor 


problem prove.! difficult when approached. 
But the underlyng principles, the root 
principles, in accordance with which the 
problem must be solved are entirely sim- 
ple. "We can got justice and right dealing 
only If we put as of paramount impor- 
tance the principle of treating a man on 
his worth as a man rather than with ! 
reference to his social position, his occu- i 
patlon, or the class to which he belongs. 
There are selfish and brutal men in all' 
ranks of life. 
If they are capitalists' 


their selfishness-and brutality may take j 
the form of hard indifference to suffer- j 
ing, 
greedy disregard of every moral re- | 
straint which interferes- with the aecum- ) 
ulation of wealth, and cold-blooded ux- i 
ploitation of the weak; or, If they are i 
laborers, the form of laziness, of sullen j 
envy of the more fortunate, and of will- | 
ingness to perform deeds of murderous • 
violence. Such conduct is just as repre- i 
henslble In one case as In the other, and • 
all honest and farseeing men should join 
In warring against It wherever it be- 
comes manifest. Individual capitalist and ' 
individual wage worker, corporation and . 
union, are alike entitled to the protec- i 
tion of the law, and must alike obey th« ' 
law. Moreover, in addition to mere obe- 
.dience to the law, each man, if he be i 
really a good citizen, must show broad | 
sympathy for his neighbor and genuine ; 
desire to Itfok at any question arising be- ' 
tween them from the standpoint of that 
neighbor no less than from his own; and 
to this end it is essential that capitalist 
and wage worker should consult freely 
one with the other, should each strive 
to bring closer the day when both shall 
realize that they are properly partners 
and j»ot enemies. To approach the ques- 
tions which 
Inevitably arise between 


them solely from the standpoint which 
treats each side in the mass as the ene- 
my of the other side in the mass is both 
wicked and foolish. In the past the most 
direful among the influences which have 
brought about the downfall of republics 
has ever been the growth of the class 
spirit, the growth of the spirit which 
tends to make a man subordinate the 
welfare of 'the public as a whole to the ' 
welfare of the particular class to which 
he belongs, the substitution of loyalty to ! 
a class for loyalty to the nation. This ! 
inevitably brings about a tendency to • 
treat each man not on his merits as an ' 
individual, but on his position as belong- j 
Ing to a certain class in the community, I 
If such a spirit grows up In this repub- ! 
lie It will ultimately prove fatal to us, aj : 
in the past it has proved fatal to every 
community In which it has become dom- i 
inant. 
Unless we continue to keep a 


quick and lively sense of 
the 
great 


fundamental truth ' that our concern la 
with the Individual worth of the Indl- ' 
vidual man. this government cannot per- 
manantly hold the place which It has 
achieved among the nations. 
The vital 


lines of cleavage among our people dfl not , 
correspond, and Indeed run at right an-1 
gles to. the lines of cleavage which di- | 
vide occupation from occupation, which' 
divide wage workers 
from 
capitalists, 


farmers from bankers, 
men 
of small 


means from men of large means, nen 
who live In the towmrfrom men who live 
in the country; for the vital line of clear- 
age- is the line which divides the'honest 
man who tries to do well by his neigh- 
bor from the dishonest man who does 
111 by his neighbor. In other words, the 
standard we should establish is the stand- 
ard of conduct, not the standard of occu- 
pation, of means, or of social position. , 
It Is the man's moral quality, his attl- I 
tude toward the great questions which I 
concern all humanity, his cleanliness of j 
life, his power to- do his duty toward him- 
self and toward others, 
which really 


count; and If we substitute for the stand- 
ard of personal judgment which treats I 
each man according to ^ his. merits, an-I 
other standard in accordance with, which | 
all men of one class are favorqd and all ; 
men 
of 
another 
class 
discriminated ; 


against, we shall do irreparable damage ' 
to the^ body, politic. 
I believe that out j 


people, are too sane, too self-respecting,! 
too fit tor self-government, ever to adopt ! 
such an attitude. 
This government is : 


not and never shall be government by a ' 
plutocracy. This government is not.-and - 
never shall be government by a mob. I 
It shall continue to be in the future what ,' 
it has been in the past, a government ! 
based on the theory that each man. rich : 
or poor. Is. to be treated simply and sole- i 
ly on his worth as a man. that all his '• 
personal and property rights are to be ; 
safeguarded, and that ho Is neither to • 
wrong others nor to • suffer wrong from 
others.

The noblest of all forms of government 
Is self-government; but 
It is also the - 
most difficult. We who possess this price- : 
less boon, and who desire to hand it on 
to our children and our children's chil- 
dren, should ever

thought so finely expressed by Burke: 
"Men are qualified for civil liberty in 
exact proportion to their disposltioa to 
put moral chains upon their own appe- 
tites: in proportion as they are disposed 
to listen to the counsels of the wise and 
good In preference to the 
flattery 
of 


knaves. 
Society cannot exist unless a 


controlling power upon will and appetite, 
be placed somewhere, and the less of it 
there be within the more there must be 
without. 
It Is ordained In • the eternal 


constitution of things that men of in- 
temperate minds cannot be free. 
Thoir 
passions forge their fetters." 


The Insurance Scandal. 


The great insurance companies af- 
ford striking examples 
of 
corpora- 


tions whose business has extended so 
far beyond the Jurisdiction 
of 
the 
states which created them as to pre- 
clude strict enforcement of 
supervi- 


sion and regulation 
by 
the 
parent 
states. In my last annual message I 
recommended "that the congress care- 
fully consider whether the power ot 
the bureau of corporations cannot con- 
stitutionally be extended to cover in- 
terstate 
transactions in Insurance." 


Recent events have 
emphasized 
the 
importance of an early and exhaustive 
consideration ot this question, to see 
whether it is not possible to furnish 
better safeguards than 
the 
several 
states^ have been 
able 
to 
furnish 
against corruption ot the flagrant kind 
which has been exposed. It has been 
only too clearly shown that certain ot 
the men at the head of these large 
corporations take but small note ot 
the ethical distinction between 
hon- 
esty and dishonesty; they draw 
the 
line only this side of what may be 
called law-honesty, the kind of 
hon- 


esty necessary in order to avoid fall- 
ing: Into the clutches of the law. 
Ot 
course the only complete remedy for 
this condition must be found in 
un 
urou'sed public conscience, • a 
higher 
sense of ethical conduct In the coai- 
munity at large, and especially among 
business mt^i and in the great profes- 
sion of the law, s.j»d In the growth of 
a spirit which .condemns all dishon- 
esty, whether in rich..man or In • poor 
man, whether it. take* the- »b.a;« u* 


tottery 
or of blackmail. • Bat 
can be done by legislation which !•) 
not only drastic but practical. Tkw«j 
is need of a far stricter and more unl1*, 
form regulation of the vast Insurmncaj 
interests of this country. The Unltedj 
States should in this respect follow th» 
policy of other nations by providing 
adequate national supervision of com- 
mercial Interests which are clearly na- 
tional in character. 
My predecexiora 
have repeatedly recognized that th« 
foreig-n business of these companie* im 
an Important part of our foreign com-i 
mercial relations. During the admin-, 
istra'tions 
of 
Presidents 
Cleveland* 
Harrison and McKinley the state 
partment 
exercised 
ita 


through diplomatic channels, to 
vent unjust discrimination by foreig 
countries against American insurance 
companies. 
These negotiations tllus-, 
trated the propriety ot the congrem 
recognizing the national character ofl 
Insurance, for in the absence ot ted-; 
eral legislation the state department! 
could only give 
expression 
to 
th«. 
wishes of the authorities of the several! 
states, whose policy was 
ineffective 


through want of uniformity. 
I repeat my previous 
recommenda-< 


tion that the congress should also con-4 
eider whether the federal government; 
has any power or owes any duty witM\ 
respect to domestic transactions in In-, '• 
surance of an 
Interstate character^ 
That state supervision has proved in- 
adequate Is generally conceded. Tl» 
burden upon Insurance companies, an4 
therefore their policy holders, of con- 
flicting regulations ot many states. l» 
unquestioned, while but little effective: 
check is imposed upon any able and 
unscrupulous man who desires to ex- 
ploit the company in his own interest 
at the expense of the policy holder* 
and of the public. 
The inability of at 
state to regulate effectively insurance- 
corporations created under the laws ot 
other states and transacting the larger 
part of their business elsewhere is 
also clear. As a remedy for this evil 
of conflicting, ineffective, and yet bur- 
densome regulations there has 
been! 


for many years a -widespread demand 
for federal supervision. 
The congress 
has already recognized that interstate 
insurance may be a proper subject for 
federal legislation, for in creating the 
bureau, of corporations it authorized 
it to publish and supply useful in- 
formation concerning interstate 
cbr- 
poratlons. "including: corporations en- 
gaged in insurance." 
It is 
obvious 
that if the compilation ot statistics be 
the limit of the federal power, it ia 
wholly ineffective 
to .regulate 
thSa 
form of commercial 
intercourse 
be- 


tween the states, and as the Insurance 
business has outgrown in magnitude 
the possibility of adequate state su- 
pervision, the congress should 
care- 


fully consider whether further legisla- 
tion can be had. 
What is said above 
applies with equal force to fraternal 
and benevolent 
organizations 
whicij 


contract Cor life insurance. 


National Beveaues. 


There is more need of stability than of 


the attempt to attain an ideal perfection, 
in the methods of raising revenue; and 
the shock and strain to the business 
world certain to attend 
any serious 
change In those methods render such 
change inadvisable unless for grave rea- 
son. It Is not possible to lay down any 
general rule by which to determine tho 
moment when the reasons for will out- 
weigh the reasons against such a change. 
Much must depend, not merely on th« 
needs, but on the desires, of the people 
as a whole; for needs and desires are not 
necessarily 
identical. 
Of course 
no 
change can be made on lines beneficial • 
to, or desired by, one section or one state 
only. There must be something like ai 
general agreement among the citizens of, 
the several states, as represented in the 
congress, that the change Is needed and 
desired in the interest of the people aa 
a whole; and there should then be a sin- 
cere, intelligent and disinterested effort to 
make it in such shape as will combine, 
so far- as possible, the maximum of good: 
to the people at large with the minimum 
of necessary disregard for the special in- 
terests of localities or classes. 
But lit 


time of peace the revenue must on tha 
average, taking a. series of years togeth- 
er, equal the expenditures or else the rev- 
enues must be increased. i*ast year there 
was a deficit. 
Unless our expenditures 
can be kept within the revenues, then our 
revenue laws must be readjusted. It is 
as yet too early to attempt to outline 
wha't shape such a readjustment should- 
take, for it is as yet too early to say. 
whether there will be need for It.. It 
should be considered whether it Is not 
desirable that the tariff laws should, pro- 
vide *>r applying as against or in favor, 
of any other nation maximum aod mini- 
mum tariff rates established by the con- 
gress, so as to secure a certain reciproc- 
ity of treatment between other nations 
and ourselves. 
Having in 
view 
even, 
larger considerations of policy than thosa 
of a purely economic nature, it would.. 
in my Judgment, be well to endeavor to* 
bring about closer commercial connec- 
tions i^ith the other peoples of this con>j 
tinent. I am happy to be able to an-' 
nounce to you tha.t Kussla now treats 
us on the most-lavored-nation basis. 


Economy in Expenditures. 


I earnestly recommend to the congress 


tho need of economy and to this end of sw 
rigid scrutiny of appropriations. As ex- 
amples merely, I call your attention ta 
one or two specific matters. AH unneces- 
sary offices should be abolished. 
The. 
commissioner of the general land office- 
recommends the abolishment of the omce 
of receiver of public moneys for Unite* 
States land offices. 
This will effect ». 
saving of about a quarter of a million 
dollars a year. As tl!fe business of the 
nation grows it Is Inevitable that thecei 
should be from time to time a legitimate. 
Increase in the number of officials, andi 
this fact rendir^ it ali the more impor- 
tant that when offices become unnecea-: 
sary they should be abolished. 
In the 


public printing also a large saving of putt-' 
lie money can be made. There is a con-1 
etantly growing 
tendency to 
publish,1 


masses of unimportant information. 
Ito 


Is probably not unfair to say that many! 
tens of thousands of volumes are pub-' 
lished at which no human being everi 
looks and for which there Is no real de- 
mand whatever. 
. 


Yet. in speaking of economy, I must ln= 


no wise be understood as adx-ocating thel 
false economy which is in the end the* 
worst extravagance. To cut down on the1 
navy, for Instance, would be a crimei 
against the nation. To fail to p»sh for- 
ward all wcrk on the Panama canal, 
would be «s great a folly.

In my message of December z, 1502, tflfc 
the congress I said:

"Interest rates are a potent factor iai 
business activity, and In order that these! 
rates may be equalized to meet the vary-!

which Injuriously affect legitimate busts 
ness, it is necessary that there should: 
be an element of elasticity in our mone-j 
tai-y system. Backs are the natural serv- 
ants of commerce, and upon them should- 
be placed, as far as practicable, the bur-. 
Jen of furnishing and maintaining a cir- 
culation adequate to supply the needs ot! 
our diversified industries and ot our <lo-: 
mestic and foreign commerce; and the' 
Issue of this shwuld be so regulaievl that>

K sufficient sup&Iy should be always avail-j 
able for tile business interests ot thW 
country."

Kvery sonslderatiun of prudence 
de-1 
inauda the addition ot 'he element ofi 
elasticity to our currency system. The. 
tvil does not consist m an Inadequate vJl-J 
um* of money, but in the rigidity «jf tlllji 
Vuiume, which d£fcs nut

should to the varying- needs of communi- 
ties and of seasons. 
Inflation must be 


avoided; bin some provision should bo 
made that wii! insure a larger volum* 
of money during the 
fall and 
winter 


months than In the less active seasons 
of the year; so that the currency will 
contract against speculation, arid will ex- 
pand for the netds of legitimate business. 
.At present the treasury department is at 
irregularly recurring,- intervals obliged, in 
the interest of the business world—that 
Is, In the interests of the American pub- 
lie—to try to avert financial crises by 
providing a remedy which should be' pro- 
vided by congressional action. 


Business Methods in Departments. 
At various times I have instituted 


investigations into 
the 
organization 


and conduct of the business of the ex- 
ecutive departments. 
While none 
of 


these inquiries have 
yet 
progressed 


far enough to warrant final conclu- 
sions, they 
have 
already 
confirmed 


and emphasized the general 
impres- 


sion that the organization of the de- 
partments is often faulty in principle 
and wa^loful 
in results, while many 


of 
their business methods are anti- 


quated and inefficient. 
There is every 


reason why 
our 
executive 
govern- 


mental machinery should be at least 
as 
well 
planned. 
economical 
and 


efficient as the best machinery of the 
great business organizations, which at 
present is not the cuse. 
To make it 


so is a task of complex detail a»id es- 
sentially c-xecutlvt* in its nature; prob- 
ably no legislative body, 
no 
matter 


how wise and able, could undertake it 
•with reasonable prospect of 
success. 
I recommend that the congress con- 
sider this; subject with a view to pro- 
vide by legislation

distribution, consolidation and assign- 
ment of duties and executive organiza- 
tions 
MT parts of organizations, ami 


for the changes In business methods,

THE HAGUE CONTEKENCE. 


"United States Will Endeavor to Fiir- 


ther Peace Movement. 


The first conference of nations held at 


The Tl;t;;ue in 1SW> being unable to dU- 
•pose of all the business before it, recom- 
mended the consideration antl settlement 
of a number of important questions by 
another conference to he called subse- 
quently and at 
art early date. 
These 


questions were tho following: 
(1) The 


rights 
and 
<luf.es 
of neutrals; 
<•>) 
tlu> 


IhnUatton of tho .-u-rnorl forces on land 
ami sea, and of military budgets; (3) the 
use of new typ^s and calibers of military 
ami naval j?uns; 
< l i the inviolability of 


private property a.t .sea In times of war; 
(5) the bombardment ttf. ports, cities and 
villages by naval 
forco.j. 
In October, 


190'f, at the instancy' of the £nterparita- 
mentary ^^n^on. which, at a conference 
held in the I'nited States and attended 
by the lawmakers of 15 different nations, 
had reiterated the demand for a second 
conference of nations, I issued invitations 
to all the powers signatory to The [[ague 
convention to send delegates to such a 
conference and suggested that It be atrnin 


vheld at The Hague. 
Jn its note of De- 


cember 10. 1!K)4, the United States govern- 
ment communicated to the representa- 
tives of foreign governments its belief 
that the conference uouki be bt'.st^ tir- 
ranK^d under the provisions of the pres- 
ent Hague treaty. 


From all the power? acceptance was re- 


ceived, coupled in some cases with the 
condition lh;tt we should wait until the 
end of the war then waging between Rus- 
sia and Japan. 
The emperor of Russia, 


immediately after the treaty of peace 
v/hich so happily terminated this war, 
In a note presented to the president on 
September 13. through Ambassador Ro^en, 
took the initiative in recommending thai. 
the conference be now called. The United 
States government in response expressed 
its cordial acquiescence and stated that 


' it would, as a matter of course, take part 


in the new conference and endeavor to 
further Its aims, 
We assume that all 


civilized governments 
will support 
the 


movement, and that the conference Is 
now an assured fact. 
This government 


will do everything in its power to secure 
tho success of the conference-to the end 
that substantial progress may be made 
In the cause of international peace, jus- 
tice and good will. 


Wai- a Crime Against Humanity. 
This renders it proper at this, time to 


nay something as to the general attitude 
of -this government toward peace. More 
and more war is coming lo be looked 
upon a* in itself a lamentable u&d evil 
triutg. 
A 'ft'tiQioii «r useless Wir. or » 


war of mere aggression—in short, any 
war begun or carried on in a conscience- 
less spirit, is to be condemned as a pe- 
culiarly atrocious crime -against all hu- 
manity. 
We can, however, do nothing 


of permanent value for peace unless we 
keep ever clearly in mind the ethical ele- 
menc which :ies at Uie root of the prob- 
lem. 
Our aim is righteousness. 
Peace 


is normally the handmaiden of right- 
eousness; 
but 
when peace and 
right- 


eousness conflict then a great and up-

men. , There can be no worse foe o£ man- 
kind in general, and oC his own country 
In particular, 
Uiun the 
demagogue 
of 


war, the man who in mere folly or to 
serve his own seltish -ends continually 
rails at ami abuses other nations, who 
seeks to excite his countrymen against 
foreigners on insufficient pretexts, who 
excites and inflames a. perverse and ag- 
gressive national vanity, and who may 
on occasions wantonly bring on conflict 
between his nation and some other na- 
tion. Hut there are demagogues of peace 
just as there are demagogues of war, 
and. in any such movement as this for 
The Hague conference ic is essential not 
to be misled by one set ol extremists 
any more than by the other. 
Whenever 


it is possible for a nation or an Individual 
to work for real peace, assuredly it is 
failure ot duty not so- to strive; but It 
war is necessary 
and 
righteous, then 


either the man or the nation shrinking 
from it. forfeits all title to self-respecti 
"We have scant sympathy with the senti- 
menr.aliKt who 
dreads 
oppression 
less 


than physical suffering, who .would pre- 
fer a shameful peace to the pain and 
toil some Limes lamentably necessary in 
order t« secure a righteous peace. As yet 
rhere Js only a, partial, and 
imperfect 


analogy between 'International law and 
internal or municipal law, because there 
is no sanction o£ force for executing the 
former, while there Is in the case of the 
latter. 
The private citizen is protected 


in his rights by the law, because ttie law 
rests in the last resort upon fore., exer- 
cised through tho forms of law. A man 
does not have to defend his rights with 
his own hand, because he can call upon 
'the police, upon the snerlfTs posse, upon 
the militia, or i»i certain extreme cases 
upon Che army, to defend him. But there 
i.s no such sanction of force for inter- 
national law. At present there could be 
no greater 
c a l a m i t y ^ than for the 
free 


peoples, the enlightened, independent and 
peace-loving .peoples, to disarm while yet 
leaving it open to any 
, barbarism 
or 


despotism to remain armed. 
So long as 


the world is as unorganized as now, the 
armies and navies of those peoples who 
on the whole stand for justice.,- offer- not 
only the best, but the only possible, se- 
curity for a just peace. For Instance, if 
the United States alone, or in company 
only with the other nations that on the 
whole tend to act justly, disarmed, we 
might KometimcK avoid bloodshed, but we 
would cease to be of weight in securing 
the peace of justice—the real peace for 
which the most law-abiding and high- 
minded men must at times be willing to 
flgh". 
As the world in how, only that 


nation is equipped for peace that knows 
how to fight and that will not shrink 
from fighting if ever the conditions be- 
come such that war I.s demanded In the 
name of the highest morality. 


Arbitration Pavored. 


So much it js emphatically necessary 


to say in order both that the position 
of the United States may not be mis- 
understood, and that a genuine effort

I renew my recom- 


mendation of January 9, 3905, as to the 
medical department of the army and cal] 
attention to the equal importance of the 
need* of the staff corps of tlie navy, in 
the medical department of the navy tlie 
first in 'importance is the reorganization 
of the hospital corps, on. the lines of th« 
Gallinger bill (S. 3,984. February l. 1904), 
a»d the reapportionment of the ditferenf 
gcades of the medical officers to meet 
service requirements. It seems advisable 
also that medical officer* of the army and 
navy should have similar rank and pay 
in their respective grades, so that their 
duties cun be carried on without friction 
•when they are brought together.

now provide with ample forethought for 
the medical needs of the army and na/y 
apoallfng suffering of a preventHble kind 
is sure to occur if ever the country goes 
to war.

break of a war, so far as the serious 
fig-hting craft are concerned, ia abso- 
lutely hopeless.

men are not thoroughly skilled in. and

Naturalization Laws. 


During the past year evidence ha.« ac~ 


cumulated to confirm the expressions con- 
tained in my last two annual messages 
as to the jmportance of revising by ap- 
propriate legislation our system of natur- 
alizing- aliens. I appointed last March a 
commission to make a careful examina- 
tion of our naturalization laws, and to 
suggest appropriate 
measures to avoid 


thn notorious abuses resulting from the 
improvident or unlawful granting- of cit- 
izenship. This commission, composed, tff 
an officer of the department of state, of 
the department of justice and of the de- 
partment of commerce anci labor, has dip- 
charged the duty imposed upon It, and 
has -submitted a report, which will be 
transmitted to the congress for Us con- 
sideration, and, I hope, for Its favorable 
notion. 


The distinguishing recommendations of 


the commission are: 


First. A "federal bureau of naturaliza- 


tion, to be established in the department 
of commerce and labor, to supervise the 
administration of the naturalization laws 
and to receive returns of naturalizations 
pending and accomplished. 


Second. 
Uniformity of 
naturalization 


certificates, fees to be charged, and pro- 
cedure. 


Third. 
More exacting qualifications for 


citizenship. 


Fourth. The preliminary declaration of 


Intention to be abolished and no alien to 
be naturalized until at least 90 days after 
the filing of his petition. 


Fifth. 
Jurisdiction to naturalize aliens 


to be connned to United States district 
courts and to such state courts as have 
jurisdiction In civil actions In .which the 
amount in controversy is unlimited; in 
cities .of over 
100,000 
inhabitants 
the 


United' States district courts to have ex- 
clusive, jurisdiction in the naturalization 
of the alien, residents of such cities.

Breaches of Trust in Public Service. 


There .--oem^ to be no statute of the 


I'nited States which provide? ior tho pun- 
Ishment of a United Slates attorney or 
en her officer of the government who cor- 
ruptly agrees to wrongfully do or wrong- 
fully refrain from doing- any act when 
the consideration for such corrupt agree- 
ment la other than one possessing1 money 
value. This ought to. be remedied by ap- 
propriate legislation. 
Legislation should 


iilBp be enacted to cover, explicitly, un- 
eviuivocally and beyond question, breac-h 
of trust in the shape of prematurely dl- 
vulffing official secrets by an officer or 
employe of the .United States, and to pro- 
vide a suitable penalty therefor. 
Such 


officer or employe owes the duty to the 
United States to guard carefully and not 
to divulge or In any manner use, prema- 
turely, information which is accessible 
to the officer or employe by reason of 
his official position. 
Most "breaches of 


public trust are already covered by the 
law. and this one should be. It is (in- 
possible, no matter how much care is 
used, to prevent the occasional appoint- 
ment to the public service of a man who 
when tempted 
proves 
unfaithful; 
but 


every mc-t'.ns should be provMed to -de- 
tret and every effort made to punish the 
wrongdoer. 
So far as in my power lies 


each and every such wrongdoer shall be 
relentlessly hunted down; lu no instance 
Jn the past has he been spared; In nu 
instance In the future shall he be spared. 
His crime U a crime against every hon- 
eat man In the nation, for it is a crime 
against the whole body politic. 
Yet in 


dwelling- on such misdeeds, it is unjust 
not to add that they are altogether ex- 
cepttonal, and that on -the •whole the em- 
ployes of the government render upright 
and faithful service to the people. There 
are exceptions, notably Jn one or 
two 


branches of the .service; but at no time 
In the nation's history hns tho public 
service of tlio nation taken ns a whole 
stood on a higher plane tham now. alike 
a* regards honesty and as regards em"- 
clency. 


Public Land I.awe. 


Once again j call your attention to 


tho condition of the public-land laws. 
Heeent development* have given new 
urgency to the need for such changes 
as wlU tit. these laws to actual px-es- 
out conditions. 
The honest 
disposal 


and right ust- of lh« remaining public 
lands Is of fujidamontal 
importance. 


Tho Iniquitous methods by wljich tho 
monopolizing ot the public lands is bt* 
lay brought abuut under the pr«»«&* 


l&wa are becoming 
more 


known, bu,t the existing: laws" do not 
furnish "effective remedies. The recom- 
mendations of the public lands 
com- 


mission upon this subject are wise and 
should be given effect. 


The 
creation 
of 
small 
irrigated 


farms under the reclamation act is a 
powerful offset to the tendency of cer- 
-tain other laws to foster or permit 
monopoly of the land. 
Under that act 


the construction .of great 
irrigation 


works ~has been proceeding rapidly and 
successfully, • the- lands reclaimed are 
eagerly taken up, and the 
prospect 


that the policy of national irrigation 
will accomplish all that was expected 
of it Is bright. The act should be ex- 
tended to include the state of Texas. 


The reclamation act derives 
much 


of its value from the fact that ft tends 
to secure the greatest possible num- 
ber of homes on the land, and to ere-, 
ate communities of freeholders, in part 
by settlement, on public land, in part 
by forcing the subdivision of 
large 


private holdings before they can get 
•water • from 
government 
irrigation 


works. The law requires that no right 
to the use of water for land in private 
ownership shall be sold for a tract 
exceeding 160 acres to any one land 
owner. This provision has excited ac- 
tive and powerful 
hostility, but the 


success o£ the law itself depends on 
the wise and firm enforcement of it. 
We cannot afford to substitute tenants 
for freeholders on the public domain. 


The greater part of the remaining 


public lands cannot be Irrigated. They 
are ~at present and will probably al- 
ways be of greater value for grazing 
than for any oth>r purpose. This fact 
has led to the grazing homestead of 
640 acres in Nebraska and to the pro- 
posed extension of it to other states. 
It is arg-ued that a family cannot be . 
supported on 16!) acres of arid grazing 
land. 
This is 
obviously 
true; 
but 


neither can a family be supported on 
640 acres of much of the land to which 
it I s proposed to apply the 
grazing* 


homestead. 
To establish 
universally 


any such arbitrary li?nit would be un- 
wise at thy. present time. 
It would 


probably rejsult on the pne hand in 
enlarging- th« holdings &t some of the 
sreat land owners, and on the othor 
in needless suffering and failure on 
the part of -a very considerable pro- 
portion of 'the- bona- fide settlers who 
jrivo faith to the implied assurance of 
the government that such an area is 
sufficient. 
The best us« of tho public 


grazing lands requires the careful ex- 
irtni nation and classification 
of thes« 


lands in order to give each 
.settler 


land enough to support his family an«3 
no more. 
While this work is beinw 


don*?, and untf! the lands aro settled, 
the government should take control of 
the open range, under reasonable reg- 
ulations, suited to local needs, follow- 
ing the general policy already in suc- 
cessful operation on the forest 
r«- 


serves.- .It is probable that U>e present 
grazirig value of the open public- ranjr«» 
is scarcely more than half what 
it 


once was or what it mijrht easily be 
ag-aJn und^r careful • regulation. 


The forest policy of the administra- 


tion appears to enjoy tho 
unbroken 


support .of the people. • The great users 
of timber are themselves for ward ins? 
the movement for forest preservation. 
All organized opposition to the forest 
reserves in the west has disappeared, 
Since the consolidation of all frovern- 
ment forest work in the national for- 
est service there has been a rapid and 
notable gain in the usefulness of the 
forest reserves to the people and in 
public appreciation 
of 
their 
value. 


The national parks within or adjacent 
to forest reserves should 
be 
trans- 


ferred to the charge of the forest serv- 
ice also, v

Merchant Marine, 


To the spread of our trade tn p*ac« and 


the defense of our flag in war a great and 
prosperous; merchant marine is Indispens- 
able. We should haveshlpsof ourownan-J 
seamen of our own to convey our aroeds to 
neutral markets* and in case of nee<j to 
reinforce our battle line. It cannot but b* 
a source of regrrtt and uneasiness to us 
that the lines of communication with our 
sifter republics of South America shouiti b« 
chiefly linger /'-reign control.

By th« 
authority vested in me by this act, 1 have

the earth to participate, by sending their 
naval vessels and such military organiza- 
tions as may be practicable. This celebra- 
tion would fail of its full purpose unless It 
were enduring in its results and commer.-> 
surate with the Importance of the event ttf 
be celebrated, th« event from which 
nation dates its birth. I earnestly hope th«tj 
this celebration, already Indorsed by th«\ 
congress of the United States, and by tfc«; 
legislatures of U states since the action ' 
•of the congress, will receive such addition- 
al aid at your hands as will make it worthy 
of the great event it is intended to celebrate, 
and thereby enable the government of th« 
Unite* States to maKe provision for the 
exhibition of Its own resources^ and like- 
wise enable our people who have under- 
taken the work of such H. celebration to 
provide suitable acd proper entertainment 
and Instruction in the historic events of 
our country for all who may visit the ex- 
position and to whom we have tendered our 
hospitality.

Needed, Says the President. 


The question i.f immigration is of vital 
Interest, to U:l« Country, in the year end-

Intervened between the first landing at 
Jamestown and the Declaration, of Inde- 
pendence. It Is clearly shown in the report 
of the i-arnmlsstoner general of immigra- 
tion that while-much- of this enormous Im- 
migration fs undoubtedly healthy and nat- 
ural, a considerable proportion is unde- 
sirable from ono reason or another; more- 
over, a consldprablo proportion of It, prob- 
ably a very Iarf?« proportion, including 
most of the undesirable rlas\«, docs not 
come hero of Its own initiative, but because 
of th*> activity of the agents nf the great, 
transportation companl* 
1**. Theso agents 


are distributed throughout Kuropo. and by 
th« after of ail kinds of Inducements they 
wheedle and cajole many immigrants, often 
against their best imprest, to cromc here. 
Tho most serious obstacle wo V.avo to en- 
counter in the effort to sei-ure a proper 
regulation of the immigration 
to these 
shores arises from tho ii p. tar mined opposi- 
tion of the foreign steamship lines who 
have no interest whatever in thp matter 
PPVO to increase the returns on their cap- 
ita* by carrying masses of immigrants 
hUher in the steerage quarters of their 
ships. 


As* E said In my last message to the oon- 
Kress.'wo eanr.ot have too much Immigra- 
tion of tho rlgnt sort, and we should have 
none whatever of tbo wronj? sort. 
Of 
course it is desirable; thut FVIMI the right 
kind of Immigration should bo property 
distributed in this country. \\> need more 
of such immigration 1'ur the south; and 
special effort should I)' 
1 marie- to secure- it. 
Perhaps it would lie possible to limit 'the 
number of immigrants allowed to come In 
. Any ono yeur to New York and other north- 


ern cities, while l«uving 
unlimited 
the 
number allowed to come to tho south; ;il- 
ways provided, howovev. that a stricter ef- 
fort is made- to so^ that only immigrants 
of the right kind come to our country any- 
whei'K In ac-tual practice it has proved so 
difficult lo enforce th" immigration laws 
where long stretches of frontier marktd by 
ftn imaginary ilru* alone intprvore between 
tis and our neighbors thitt I recommend 
that no immigrants^bi1 Jillov/*! in come In 
fi'um Canada and \ft-xic-o. ssivc natives ot 
1he two countries themselves. As much 
sis possible should1 be donp to distribute the 
immigrants upon the Umd and keep them 
away from the. congested Len^rr.fnt-house 
districts of the great cities. But dlstrlbu- 
fion is a palliative, not ;i cure. The primft 
need is to keep on: «.'.' immigrants who will 
not mak> good Am*'rlc;;n citizens. 
Th<* 


laws now existing for the exclusion of un- j 
desirable Immigrants should bo strength- | 
r-ned. Adr-cjuatc means shouid he adopted, 
enforced by sufficient penalties, to compel i 
Steamship eompanifw engaged in the pas- i 
senger business to observe in good f tilth 
the law which forbids th**m to encourage or , 
solicit immigration to the United States. : 
Moreover, ;h«'re should be a sharp limita- 
tion imposed upon ail vessels coming to our 
ports as to the number of Immigrants in 
ratio to the tonnage which each vessel can 
carry. This ratio should be high enough | 
to Insure the coming hither of ns Brood a 
class of a: tens as possible. 
Provision 


should be made for the surer punishment 
of those who induce ii.'iens to come to this 
country under promise or assurance ol em- 
ployment. It shouj<7 be made posslbJe to in- 
flict a sufficiently heavy penalty on any 
employer violating this law to deter him. 
from taking the risk. U seems to me wise 
that there should bean international con- 
ference held 10 deal with rhis question of 
Immigration, which has rnorn ihun a merely 
national sfgniflcantw; such -a conference 
could among other things enter at length 
into the methods for securing a thorough 
Inspection of would-be immigrants at the 
ports from which-they desire to embark : 
before permitting them to embark. 


Fit Citizens Wanted. 


In dealing with this question it is unwise 


to depart from the old American tradition 
»n<3 to discriminate for or against any man 
who desires to come here and become a citi- 
xen. save ori Uie ground of that mati's fit- 
ness for citizenship. It i§ our r.ght and 
duty to consider his moral and social qual- 
ity. His standard of living should be such 
that he will not, by pressure of competition, 
lower the standard of living of our own 
wage-workers; for It must ever be a prime' 
object of our legislation to keep high their 
standard1 of living. If the man who seeks 
to corns here is from the moral and social 
standpoint of «uch a character as to bid 
fair to -add value to the community he 
should be heartily welcomed. Wo cannot 
afford to pay heed to whether he is of one 
creed or another, of one nation or another. 
AVe cannot afford to conslrJer whether he is 
''orhoilc or Protestant, Jew or Gentile; 
whether he is Englishman or Irishman, 
Kr- nchman or German. Japanese, Italian, 
Scandinavian, Slav or Magyar. What we 
should desire to tind out is the individual 
quality of the individual man. fa my judg- 
ment, with this end In view, we shall have 
lo prepare through our own agents a far 
more rigid inspection in the countries from 
which the immigrants come. It win be a 
threat <*eai better to have fewer fmmfgrants. 
but nil of the ritfht kind, than a great num- 
ber of immigrants, mapy of whom are 
rocessariiy of the wrong kind. As far as 
possible we wish to limit the Immigration 
to this country to persons who propose to 
become citizens of this country, and we can 
we'.] afford to Insist upon adequate scrutiny 
of the character of those who are thus pro- 
pose'd for future citizenship. There should 
be an increase In the stringency of the laws 
to keep out insane. Idiotic, epileptic and 
pauper immigrants. 
But this Js b}- no 


means enough. Not merely the anarchist, 
but every man of anarchistic tendencies, 
all violent and disorderly people, al! people 
of bad character, the Incompetent, the lazy, 
the vicious, tho physically unfit, defective 
or degenerate shoud be kept out. 
The 
stocks out of which American citizenship is 
to be built should be strong and healthy, 
sound In body, minU and character. 
If it 


be objected that the government agents 
•would not always select well, the answer 
is that they would certainly seiect better 
than do the agents and brokers of foreign 
steamship companies., the people who now 
do whatever selection is done. 


Chinese Immigration. 


The questions arising in connection with 


Chinese Immigration stand by themselves. 
The conditions in r*hlim are such that tho 
entire Chinese coolie class, that is, the 
c'ass of Chinese laborer's, skilled and un- 
skilled, legitimately come under the head 
of undesirable Immigrants to this* country. 
because of their numbers, the low wages 
for vhtuh they work, and their low stand- 
ard of living. Not anly is It to the Interest 
of this country to keep them out, but the 
Chinese authorities do not desire ,that they 
should1 be admitted. At present their en- 
trance is prohibited by laws amply ade- 
quate to accomplish this purpose. These 
laws have been, are being, and will be, 
thoroughly enforced. 
The violations of 


them are so few In number as to bo (n- 
nnlte.simal and can be entirely disregarded. 
There is no serious proposal to alter the 
ImmlKsaUon law as regards the Chinese 
laborer, skilled or unskilled, and there Is no 
excuse for any man feeling or affecting to 
feel the slightest alarm on the subject. 


But In the effort to carry out the policy 


of excluding Chinese laborers, Chinese 
coolies, grave -injustice and wl-ong have 
been done by this nation to the people ot 
f'hlna. and therefore ultimately to this na- 
tion itself. Chinese stucfents, business and 
professional men of all kinds—not only 
merchants, but bankers, doctors;manufac- 
turers, professors, travelers and the like— 
should be encouraged to come here and 
treated on precisely tho same footing that 
we treat students, business men, travelers 
and the like of other nations. Our laws 
and treaties should be framed, net so as to 
put these people In the. c-xcepted classes, 
/but to state that we will ndmJt all Chinese, 
except Chinese of the coolie class, Chinese 
skilled or unskilled laborers. There would 
not be the least danger that any such pto- 


• vision woulfl result in any relaxation of the 
' law about laborers. These; wJU, .under nil 
conditions, be kept out absolutely. But it 
will be*more e-asy to see that both justice* 
»nd courtesy are snoyirt, ad they ought to 
• waboiTL, to'^cfragTOteese. i£ che law 8* 


treaty Is framed as above suggested. Ex- 
aminations should be completed at the port 
of departure, from China. For this purpose 
there should be provided a more adequate 
consular service in China than we now 
have. 
The appropriations, both. for. the

forces in the consulates, should be in- 
creased. 


The Educated Chinese. 


As a people we have talked mucn of Hie 


open door in China, and we expect, and 
quite rightly intend to insist upon, justice 
being shown us by the Chinese. But we 
cannot expect to receive equity unless we 
do equity. We cannot ask the Chinese to 
do to us what \vo arc unwilling to do to 
them. They would have a peftect right to 
exclude our laboring men it our laboring 
men threatened to come Into their country 
In such numbers as to jeopardize the well- 
being of the Chinese population; and as, 
mutatis mutandis, these, were the condi- 
tions with 
which 
Chinese immigration 


actually brought this people face to face, 
we had and have a perfect right, which the 
Chinese government In no way contests, to 
act as we have acted in the matter of re- J 
striding coolie Immigration. 
That this 
j 
right exists Cor each country was explicit- ; 
ly acknowledged in the last treaty between 


tlie copyright STfice, whlcJi has called co*z- 
Terences of the various interests especially 
ana practically concerned with the opera- 
tion of the copyright laws.

Adulteration of Foods.

of their sight. One effectual remedy for* 
this state of things is to employ the minds 
and strengthen the moral fiber of the ln-^ 
dlan -women—the end to which the work of ~ 
the field matron Is especially directed.

The Civil Service. 


The civil service IHW has been or the 


statute books for 22 years. Ifivery president 
and a vast majority of heads o£ depart- 
ments who have been in office during that 
period have favored gradual extension of 
the mtfrft system. The more thoroughly its 
principles "nave been understood, the, great- 
er has been the. favor with which the law 
has been regarded by administrative offi- 
cers. Any attempt to 'curry on the great 
executive departments of the government 
without this law would Inevitably result in 
chaos. The clvl! service commissioners are 
doing excellent work; and their compensa- 
tion is .Inadequate considering the service 
they perform. 
The statement that the examinations are 


not practical in character is based ,ona mis- 
apprehension of the practice of the commis- 
sion. The -departments are invariably con- 
sulted us to tho requirements desired and 
as to the character of cjuesUons that shalt 
be asked. General invftationsarc frequent- 
ly sent out to all heads of department^ ask- 
ing whether any changes in the .sjfiope or 
character of examinations are required. 
In other words, the departments-prescribe 
the requirements an<? the qualifications de- 
sired, and thQ civil service commission co- 
operates .with them in securing persons 
with these qualifications and insuring op«n 
and impartial competition. In u. targe num- 
ber of examinations (as, for example, those 
for trades positions) there are no educa- 
tional requirements whatever, anci a per- j 
son who can neither read nor write may j 
pass with a high average. Vacancies in j 
the service arc filled with reasonable ex- 
pedition and the machinery of the commis- 
sion, which reaches every part of the coun- 
try, is the best agency that has yet been 
devlsexj for finding- people with the most 
suitable qualifications for the various of- 
fices to be filled. 
Written competitive 


examinations do not make an ideal method 
for filling positions, but they do represent 
an 
immeasurable 
advance 
upon 
the 


"spoils" method, under which outside poli- 
ticians really make 
the appointments 


ncmlnall'y made by the executive officers, 
the appointees being chosen by the poli- 
ticians in question, in the great majority of 
cases, for reasons totally unconnected with 
tke needs of the servicu or of the public, 
Statistics gathered by the censt;s bureau 


show that the tenure of office In the gov- 
ernment service does not differ materially 
from that enjoyed by employes of large 
business corporations. Heads of execu- 
tive departments and members of the com- 
mission have called my attention to the 
fact that tho rule requiring a 
111 ing oC 
charges and three days' notice before an 
employe could be separated from the,serv- 
ice for Inefficiency has served no good pur- 
pose whatever, because that is not a mat- 
ter upon which a hearing of the employe 
found to be inefficient can be, of any value, 
and in practice '.he rule providing for such 
notice and hearing has merely resulted in 
keeping in a certain number of incompe- 
tents, because of the reluctance of heads 
of departments and bureau chiefs to go 
through the required procedure. Experi- 
ence has shown that this rule is wholly in- 
effective to save any man, If a superior for 
Improper reasons wishes to remove him, 
and Is mischievous because it sometimes 
serves to keep in the service incompetent 
men not guilty 
of specific wrongdoing. 


Having these facts in view, the rule has 
been amended by providing1 that where the 
Inefficiency or incapacity comes within the 
personal knowledge of the head of a de- 
partment the removal may be made with- 
out notice, the reasons therefor being filed 
and made a record of the department. The 
absolute right of removal rests where it al- 
ways has rested, with the head of a depart- 
ment; any limitation of this absolute right 
results in gravo injury to the public serv- 
ice. The change Is merely one of proce- 
dure; tt was much needed; and It Is pro- 
ducing good results. 
The civil service law is being energetic- 


ally and impartially nn forced, and in the 
large majority of cases complaints of vio- 
lations of clthnr tho law or rules are dis- 
covered to be unfounded. In this respect, 
this law compares very favorably with 
any other federal statute. The question 
of politics in the appointment and reten- 
tion of the men engaged In merely minis- 
teriaJ work has been practically eliminated 
in almost the entire ncid of government 
employment covered by the civil service 
law. The action of the congress in provid- 
ing the. commission with Its own force In- 
stead of requiring it to rely on detailed 
clerks has been justified by the increased 
work dons at a smaller cost to the govern- 
ment. I urge upon the congress a careful 
consideration of tho recommendations con- 
tained in the annual report of the commis- 
sion. 


Copyright IJ&TV*. 


Our copyright laws urgently need re- 


vision. They are Imperfect in definition, 
confused and Inconsistent in expression; 
they omit provision 
for 
nmny articles 
which, under modern reproductive proc- 
esses, are entitled to protection; .they im- 
pose hardships upon the copyright proprie- 
tor which arc not essential to the fair pro- 
tectlon of ijie- public; they are difficult for 
tlie courts to inlnrprct and Impossible Tor 
the copyright ofnco to administer with sat- 
isfaction to the public. Attempts to im- 
prove them by amendment have been fre- 
quent, no less than 12 acts for the purpose 
having: been passed sJnce the .Revised j 
Statutes. 
To perfect them by further i 


amendment seems Impracticable. A com- 
plete revision ot them is essential. Such a 
revision, to meet modern conditions, has 
been found necessary in Germany, Aus- • 
trin, Sweden and other foreign countries,, 
and bills embodying It are pending In Eng- 
land and the Australian colonies. It has 
been urged here-, and proposals for a com- 
mission to undertake It !mve, from time 
to time, been pressed upon the- congi^s. 
The inconveniences of tho present comll- ' 
tiona beicg so great, an attempt to frame 
Appropriate iegiai^tiou t*« o*en ma4e DJT .

I call yoijr attention to the generous act ' 


of the state of California 'in conferring 
upon the. United! States government

•ownership of the "Yosemlte valley and the 
Maripqsa Big Tree Grove. There should 
be no delay in accepting the gift, and ap- 
propriations should be made for the includ- 
ing thereof in the YObemlte National park, 
and for the care ancl policing of th« park. 
California has acted most wisely AS well ; 
as with great magnanimity in the matter. 
There are certain mighty natural features 
of our land which should be preserved in 
perpetuity for our cbilch-en and our chil- 
dren's children. In my judgment the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado should be made into 
a national park. It Is greatly to be wished 
that the state of New York should e.opy 
as regards Niagara what the state of Cali- 
fornia has done as regards the To'semlte. 
Nothing-'should be allowed to interfere 
with the preservation of Niagara falls In 
all thelr'beauty and majesty. If tr» alato 
canr.ot Me to this then It Is earnestly to 
be wished'that .she should be willing to 
turn It' 9yer to the national, government, 
which should tn such case (If possible, In 
conjunction wuh the Canadian govern- 
ment)' aas'u'me the burden and rcsponsibil- 
ity?df preserving unharmed Niagara falls; 
just -as IV sftould gladly assume a similar 
bur'cfer. ati'd" responsibility for the Yosemlte 
National 'park, and as it has already as- 
sumed them for the Yellowstone National 
park. Adequate provision should be made 
by the con'gress for the proper care and su- 
pervision of all these national parts. Too 
boundaries of the Yellowstone National 
park should be extended! to the south and 
east to take in such portions of the abut- 
ting forest reservation as will enable tbo 
government to protect the elk on their win- 
ter range.

The most characteristic animal of the

Small fragments ot 


herds exist in a domesticated stato here 
and there, a few of them in the Yellow- 
stone park. Such a herd as that on the 
Flathead1 reservation should not bo al- 
lowed to go out of existence.

some reservation or on some forest re- 
serve like the Wichita reserve and game 
refuge provision should be made for the 
preservation of such a kerd, I believe that 
the scheme would be of economic advan- 
tage, for the robe of the buffalo is of high 
market value, and the rfame is frue of the 
robe of the crossbred animals. 


Life-Saving Service. 


I call your especial attention to the de- 


sirability of giving- to tho members of the 
life-saving service pensions such as are 
given to firemen and policemen in all our 


'-great cities. Tho men in the life-saving 


service continually and in the most matter 
of fact way do deeds such as make Amer- 
icans proud of their country. They have. 
'no political 'Influence; and they live Insuca 
remote places that the really heroic serv- 
ices. they continually render receive tho 
scantiest-recognition from the public. It 
is unjust. £or a great nation like this to 
permit these men to become totally disabled 
or to meet death in the performance of 
their hazardous duty and yet to give them 
-no sort of reward. If one of them served 
31) years'of his life in such a position ha 
should surely be entitled to retire on half 
pay, as a -fireman or policeman does, and 
it he 
becomes 
totally 
incapacitated 


through accident or sickness or loses his 
health in the discharge of his duty he or 
his family should receive a pension just as 
any sol-dier should. I call your attention 
with especial earnestness to this matter 
because, it appeals not only to our judg- 
ment but to our sympathy; for the people 
on whose behalf I ask it are comparatively 
few in number, render Incalculable service 
of a particularly dangerous kind, and have 
no one to speak for them. 


Indians.

Hawaii. 


In my judgment Immediate steps should

On April 1, 1905, the commission was 
reorganized, and it now consists of Theo- 
dore P. Shonts, chairman: Charles E. 
Magooa, Benjamin M. Harrod.; Rear Ad- 
miral Mordecal T. Endlcott, Brig. Gen. 
Peter C. Halns and Col. Oswald H. Ernst. 
John F. Stevens was appointed chief engi- 
neer on July 1 last. Active work In canal 
construction, mainly preparatory, has been 
In progress for less than a year and, a halt. 
During that period two points about the 
canal have ceased to be open to debate.

number ol Filipinos employed in the civil 
service, and a. corresponding decrease in 
the number of Americans. The government 
in every one of its departments has been 
rendered more efficient by elimination of 
undesirable material and the promotion of 
deserving public servants.

'Tranquillity has-cxisted during the past 
year throughout the archlpelaco, except in 
the province of Gavite, the province of 
Batangat* and: the province of Samar, and 
in tho Island of Jolo among-the >Ioros. The 
Jolo disturbance was put an end to by sev- 
eral sharp and stort engagements, and now 
peace prevails in the Moro province. 
Cavite, the mother.of ladrones in the Span- 
ish times, is so permeated with the tradi- 
tional sympathy of the people for ladron- 
ism as to make It difficult to stump out the 
disease. Balangas was only disturbed by 
reason 
of the fugitive ladrones from 


Cavite. Samar was thrown Into disturb* 
ance by the uneducated and partly savage 
peoples living- In the mountains, who, hav- 
ing been given by the municipal code more 
power than.-they were able to exercise dis- 
creetly, elected municipal 
officers 
who 
abused their trusts, compelled tho people 
raloing ,hemp to sell it at a much'less prico 
than if.,was worth, and by, thplr abuses 
drove ',tbelr people into resistance to con- 
stituted'authority. Cavite and Samar are 
Instances of reposing too much, confidence 
in the self-g-overnlng- power, of a pcopJa. 
Tha .disturbances have all rtbw been sup- 


be tolerated on American soil. We cannot 
concede that the proper solution of its 
problems is special legislation admitting to 
Hawaii a class of laborers denied admis- 
sion to the oi.hcr states and territories. 
There are obstacles, and great obstacles, 
in the way of building up a representative 
Amcrica.n communUy in the Hawaiian is- 
lands; but It is not In the American charac- 
ter to give up in the face of difficulty. Many 
an American commonwealth has been 
built up against odd;3 equal to tbose that 
now confront Hawaii. 


No merely half-hearted effort to meet its 


problems as other American communities 
have met theirs can be accepted as final. 
Hawaii shall never become a territory in 
wtiich a governing class of rich planters ex- 
ists by means of coolie labor. Even if the 
rate of growth of the territory'is thereby- 
rendered slower, the growth must only take 
place by the admission of Immigrants fit in 
the end to assume the duties and burdens 
of full American citizenship. Our aim must 
be to develop the territory on the same basis 
of st'ablje citizenship as exists on this con- 
tinent. "

Porto Bico. 


T earnestly advocate the adoption of leg- 
islation which wiil explicitly confer Amer- 
ican citizenship on all citizens of Porto 
Rico. There is, in my judgment, no excuse 
fop .failure to do this. The harbor of San 
Juan should be dredged and-Irnproved. The 
expenses of the federal court--of Porto 
Rico should be met from the federal treas- 
ury, and not from the Forto RIcan treas- 
ury. The elections In Porto Rico, should 
take place every four years, ajid the legis- 
lature should meet in session every two 
years. The present form of government in 
Porto Rico, which provides for the ap- 
pointment by the president of the members 
of the executive council or upper house of 
the legislature, has proved satisfactory and 
has inspired confidence in property owners 
and Investors. I do not deem It advisable 
at the present time to change this form in 
any material feature. The problems and 
needs of the island are industrial and com- 
mercial rather than political. 


T wish also to call the attention of the 
congress to one question which affects our 
insular possessions generally; namely, the 
need of an Incrpased liberality in the treat- 
ment of the whole franchise question in 
these islands.

of mere wealth, and especially of

porate, wealth as such. But it. is particular- 
ly regrettable to allow any such jealousy 
to be developed whf n we are dealing either 
with our Insular or with foreign affairs. 
Tho big corporation has achieved Its pres- 
ent position in the business world simply 
because it is the most Affective instrument 
in business competition. In .foreign affairs 
TVC cannot afford to put our people at a dts- 
adv.antagft with, their competitors by in any 
•way discriminating against the efficiency

sharply brought to public, attention Is tha 
larger legal significance of the Indian's In- 
duction Into citizenship. This has mada ! 
itself manifest not only in a great access of i 
litigation In which the citizen Indian fig- 
ures as a. party defendant and in a more 
widespread disposition to levy local taxa- 
tion upon his personalty, but in a decision 
ot the United States supreme court which 
struck away the main prop on which has 
hitherto rested the government's benevo- 
lent effort to protect him against the evils 
of intemperance. The court holds, in ef- 
fect, that when an Indian becomes, by vir- 
tue of an allotment of land to him, a citizen 
of the state in which his ian"d is situated, 
he passes from under federal control in 
such matters as this, and the acts of the 
congress prohibiting the sale or gTft'to him 
of intoxicants become substantially in- 
operative. It is gratifying to note that the 
slates - and municipalities of 
the

which have most at stake in the welfare of 
the Indians are taklnu up this subject ana 
are trying to supply, in a measure at least, 
the abdication of Its trusteeship forced 
upon the federal government. Neverthe- 
less, I would urgently press upon the at- 
tention of the congress the question wheth- 
er some a.mendment of the internal-revenue 
laws might not be of aid in prosecuting1 
those malefactors, known in the Indlar. 
country as "bootleggers," whoaro engaged 
at onco in defrauding the Unitea States 
treasury of taxes and, what is far m-ore im- 
portant, in debauching the Indians by car- 
rying liquors Illicitly into territory still 
completely under federal jurisdiction. 
Among the crying present needs of the 


Indians are more day schools situated in 
the midst of their settlements, more ef- 
fective instruction in the industries pur- 
sued on their own farms, and a more lib- 
eral extension of the field-matron service, 
which means the education of the Indian 
women in the arts of home making. Until 
the mothers are well started In the right 
direction- we cannot reasonably expect 
mu'ch from the children wlio are soon to 
Torm an integral part ot our American citi- 
zenship.

The agricultural conditions of the is- 
lands enforce more strongly than ever the 
argument in favor of. reducing the tarift 
on the products of the Philippine islands 
entering the United States. 1 earnestly 
recommend that the tariff now Imposed by 
the Dingley bill upon tho products of the 
Philippine Islands be entirely removed, ex- 
cept the tariff on. sugar and tobacco, and 
that that tariff be reduced to 25 percent, 
of the present rates under the Dingley act; 
that after July, 1, 1909, the tariff upon to- 
bacco and sugar produced In the Philip- 
pine islands be entirely removed, and that 
free trade between the islands and the 
United States In the products of each coun- 
try then be provifled for by law. 


Coastwise Laws Not Weeded. 


A statute in force, enacted April 16.1&04( 
suspends tho operation of the coastwise 
laws ot the United States upon the trade 
between the Philippine islands and the 
United States until July 1. 1906. I earnestly 
recommend that this suspsnsion be -post- 
poned until July 1, 190S. I think it of doubt- 
ful utility l;o apply the coastwise, laws to 
the trade between the United States and 
the Philippines under any circumstances, 
because I am convinced that It will do no 
good1 whatever to American bottoms, and 
.will only Interfere and be arc. obstacle to 
the trade between the Philippines and the 
United States; but If th« coastwise, law 
must be thus applied, certainly it ought not 
to have effect until free trade is enjoyed 
between the people of -the United States 
and the people-of the Philippine islands in 
their respective products. 
I do not anticipate that free, trade be- 


tween the islands and the United States 
will produce a revolution in the sugar and 
tobacco production of the Philippine is- 
lands. 
So primitive are the methods of 
agriculture In the Philippine islands, so 
stow is caoltal in going to the Islands, so 
many difficulties surround.a large agricul- 
tural enterprise-in the islands.-that.it will 
be many, many years before the products 
of those islands wljl have any effect,jfhat- 
ever upon tne nmrtceta of tne United States.

way we cannot afford to aJlow our insular 
possessions to lag behind in Industrial de- 
velopment from any twisted jealousy of 
business success. It is. of course, a mere 
truism to say that the business Interests of 
the islands will only be developed If it be- 
come the financial interest of somebody to 
develop them. Yet this development is one 
of the things most earnestly to-be wished 
for in the interest ot the islands themselves. 
We have been paying all possible heed to 
•the political and educational Interests of 
the Islands, but, important though, these ob- 
jects are, it Is not less important that we 
should favor their ind-ustrial.development. 
The government can in certain ways help 
this directly, as by building good roads; 
but the fundamental and vital help must 
be given through the development ol the 
industries of the islands, and a most effi- 
cient means to this end la to encourage big 
American corporations to start industries 
in them and this means to make it advan- 
tageous for them to do so. To limit the 
ownership ot mining claims as has been 
done in the Philippines is absurd. In both 
the Philippines and Porto Rico the limit 
of holdings of land should be largely 
raised. 
t earnestly ask that Alaska be given an 


elective delegate. Some person should be 
chosen who can speak with authority of the 
necfls of the territory. The government 
should aid in the construction of a rail- 
road from the Gulf of Alaska to tho Yukon 
river, in American territory. In my last 
two messages I advocated certain addi- 
tional action on behalf of Alaska. I shall 
not now repeat those recommendations, but 
I shall lay all my stress upon the one rec- 
ommendation of giving to Alaska some one 
authorized to speak for It.

I recommend that Indian territory and 


Oklahoma be admitted as one state ana 
that New Mexico and Arizona be admitted 
as one state. There is no obligation upon 
us to treat territorial subdivisions, which 
are matters of convenience only, as bind- 
ing us on the question of admission to state- 
hood. Nothing has taken up more lime In 
the congress during the past few years 
than the question as to the statehood to 
b« granted to the four territories above 
mentioned, and after caretui consideration 
of all that has been developed In the dis- 
cussions of the question T recommend that 
they be Immediately admitted as two 
states. There is no justification for further 
delay; and the advisability of making the 
four territories into two states has been 
clearly established.

Gratifying progress has been made during 
the past year and especially during: the past 
four months. The greater part of the nec- 
essary preliminary work has been done. 
Actual work of excavation could be begun 
only on a limited scale till the Canal Zone 
was made a healthful place to live in and 
to work in. The isthmus had to be sanitat- 
ed first. This task has been so thoroughly 
accomplished that yellow fever has been 
virtually extirpated from the isthmus and 
general health cflndtcrons vastly Improved. 
The same methods which converted the | 
Island of Cuba, from a pest hole, which, 
menaced the health of the world, into a 
healthful place of abode, have been applied 
en the Isthmus with satisfactory results. 
There Is no reason to doubt that when th» 
plans for water supply, paving and sewer- 
age of Panama and Colon and the large 
labor camps have been fully carried out, 
the isthmus will be, for the tropics, an un- 
usually healthy place of abode. The-work 
Js so far advanced now that the health of 
all those employed in canal work is as well 
guarded as it is on similAr work in this 
country and elsewhere.

Appropriation Needed. 
\ 


In addition to sanitating the isthmus, 


satisfactory quarters are being provided 
for employes and an adequate system of 
supplying them with wholesome food at 
reasonable prices has been created. Hos- 
pitals have been established and equipped 
that are without superiors of t'helr kind 
anywhere. 
The country has thus been 


made fit to work in, and provision has been 
made for the welfare and comfort of those 
who are to do the work. During the past 
year a large portion of the plant wltli 
which the work is to be done has been or- 
dered. It fs confidently believed that by 
the middle of the approaching- year a suttl- 
cient proportion of this plant will have 
been installed to enable us to resume th« 
work of excavation on a large scale. 


What is needed now and without delay is 


an appropriation by the congress to meet 
the current and accruing expenses of the 
commission. The. first aDpropriation of 
$10,000,000, out of the U35.000.000 authorized 
by the Spooner act, was made three years 
ago. It is nearly exhausted. 
There is 


•barely enough of it remaining to carry the 
commission to the end of the year. UnJessr 
rhe congress shall appropriate before that 
time all work must cease. To arrest prog- 
ress for any length of time now, when mat- 
ters are advancing so satisfactorily., would 
be deplorable. There will b* no money with, 
which to meet, pay-roll obligations and 
none with which to meet bills coming due. 
for materials and supplies; and there wilt 
he demoralization of the forces, here and on. 
ih<> Isthmus, now working so harmoniously 
and effectively, if there is delay in grant- 
ing- an emergency appropriation.

mates of the amount necessary will be 
found in the accompanying reports of the 
ttecretary of war and the commission. 


The Department of State. 


I recommend more adequate provision 


than has been made heretofore for the work 
of the department of state. Within a few 
years there has been a very great increase 
in the amount and importance of the work 
. to be done, by that department, both in 
Washington and abroad. This has been 
caused by the great Increase of our foreign 
trade, the increase of wealth among our 
people, which enables them to travel more 
generally than heretofore, the increase of 
American capital which is peeking Invest- 
ment in foreign countries, and the growth 
of our power and weight in the councils of 
the civilized world. Ther* has been no 
corresponding: increase of facilities for do- 
ing the work afforded to the department 
having charge of our foreign relations. 


Neither at home nor abroad Is there a 


sufficient working force to do the business 
properly. In many raspects the system 
which was adequate to the work of S5, or 
even ten, years ago. Is inadequate now, and! 
should be. changed. Our consular force 
should be classified, and 
appointments 


should be made to the several classes, with. 
authority to the executive to assign the 
members of each class to duty at sucn.
